Under new business at the 
February 21st meeting of 
council, Cr, Bakker pointed 
out that agendas for commi- 
ttee of the whole meetings 
were getting longer, while 
regular meeting agendas 
were getting shorter.

He suggested that matters 
of great importance be left 
to committee of the whole 
and items of lesser impor- 
tance could be better hand- 
led through two committees, 
public works and finance, 
and moved a recommenda- 
tion to council that public 
works and finance commit- 


tees be reactivated under 
these terms of reference, 
with delegations being left 
for handling by committee 
of the whole, 

Speaking to the recom- 
mendation Cr. Kambouroff 
said that since appointments 
have been taking up most of 
the committee of the whole, 
Cr. Bakker’s suggestion 


would mean another meet- 
ing inthe same week, Bakker 
replied that a committee of 
three could handle small 
items more quickly = say 
from 10 = 11 o’clock on 
committee of the whole night 

Cr. Lukay agreed in prin- 
ciple but noted that ‘‘we 
are flooded with develop- 
ment items, not minor 


items,’’ and went on to say 
that formerly when PW and 
finance were used, their re= 
commendations were chew- 
ed up when they came to 
council, ‘‘The main reason 
the two committees didn’t 
work out previously was that

The Public School Board 
No. °3, Feb, 24 have ree 
ceived as information a new 
proposed textbook rental fee 
program, 

The new _ program, if 
accepted will call for a re- 
duction in the present rates 
by $1.00. Trustee Ernie 
Howrish introduced the new 
program to the board out- 
lining a reduction in the 
program fees for grades
